Portfolios offer the opportunity to observe and document a wide range 
of student behaviors, skills, and learning over an extended period of time. When 
combined with our five clearly defined outcomes, they are a powerful tool for 
analyzing, assessing, and promoting academic progress and personal growth. 
The portfolio enables the student, educators, and families to analyze capabili- 
ties, focus on strengths, develop compensatory strategies for underdeveloped 
areas, and plan for the future. Portfolios serve as the hub for integrating the 
diverse experiences students have both in and out of the classroom. Using 
portfolios, students examine a broad range of their own work, collected over 
time, to assess their own progress. They then use that information to assist 
with decision making as they make those crucial choices concerning their 
future. In this way, students become actively involved in a process of taking 
responsibility for their own learning and life plan.
